State Legislature, which is in recess until April 29, 
hasn't dev elo ped an inco me plan to suppo rt the up­ 
co ming state ly iidgct. The legislato rs were waiting fo r 
the “right” time to ram thro ugh a lush pensio n plan 
for themselv es. They cho se the day befo re their ex ­ 
tended ho liday v acatio n ho pefully that in the mean­ 
time the tax pay ers wo uld fo rget all abo ut the scheme. 
The new pensio n plan allo ws legislato rs and legis­ 
lativ e emplo y es to retire o n half pay after 20 y ears o f 
“ creditable serv ice,” 3 hich need include o nly fiv e 
y ears serv ice in the .legislature. It also may include 
war-time military serv ice o r any full o r part-time ser­ 
v ice fo r any po litical subdiv isio n o f the state o r fo r any 
public benefit co rpo ratio n. This co v ers a lo t o f terri­ 
to ry . Based o n their current salary , legislato rs co uld 
retire at $9 ,000 a y ear. 
Befo re go ing o n v acatio n, the legislato rs also passed 
and the go v erno r also signed bills fo r an urban renewal 
pro gram designed to rebuild central city areas at a co st 
estimated at $6 billio n. The plan giv es the Urban De­ 
v elo pment Co rpo ratio n, which it created, ex tensiv e 
po wers to determine what areas will Ik* rebuilt witho ut 
regard to lo cal zo ning laws o r whether o r no t its ac­ 
tio ns meet the appro v al o f the lo cal go v erning bo a ids. 
Is there no such thing as ho me rule any mo re? 
That’s all the City o f Kingsto n wo uld need right 
no w is fo r this new go v ernmental o utfit to co me into 
the co mmunity and start kno cking do wn mo re sectio ns 
o f the city . With the custo mary go v ernmental delay 
and indecisio ns o n co mpleting a pro ject, we wo uld be 
a gho st to wn. 
No w that the pensio n plan and the urban renewal 
program hav e been appro v ed, we can lo o k fo rward to

The fact that O’Brien east his lo t with Senato r 
Kennedy is significant.

WASHINGTON—The general 
pu blic doesn’t know it, bu t J. 
Edgar Hoov er has been lobby ­ 
ing effectiv ely on Capitol Hill 
to pu t all police training in 
American 
cities 
u nder 
the 
FBI if they get any fu nds 
from the federal gov ernment. 
Under the law. Hoov er is 
forbidden to engage in poli­ 
tics. 
He is su pposed to be 
u nder the ju risdiction of the 
Attorney General and keep 
aloof from Capitol Hill. 
De­ 
spite this, he has sent FBI 
agents u p to key Congressmen 
to persu ade them to giv e the 
FBI training ju risdiction ov er 
local city police. 
The “ safe 
streets” bill allocates a cer­ 
tain amou nt of federal fu nds 
to help local law enforcement, 
and 
Hoov er 
has demanded 
that no city get these fu nds 
u nless the FBI has training 
au thority ov er its police. 
This ru ns cou nter to the 
Constitu tional right of cities 
and 
states to handle their 
own local problems, and is 
also opposed by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Ramsey Clark and many 
Senators. Clark contends the 
FBI has enou gh to do withou t 
su perv ising local police train­ 
ing. 
Many Congressmen ar­

It has become quite clear now why the New York 
State l>fvislaUire, which is iii recess until April 29, 
hasn’t tievelofied an income plan to support the up­ 
coming state budget. 'Die legislators were waiting for 
the “right" time to ram through a lush pension plan 
for themselves. They chose the day before their ex­ 
tended holiday vacation hopefully that in the mean­ 
time the taxfxivera would forget all aliout the scheme. 
The new pension plan allows legislators and legis­ 
lative employes to retire on half pay after 20 years of 
“creditable service,” ' hich need include only Ave 
years service sn the .A'gislature. It also may include 
war-time military service or any full or part-time ser­ 
vice for any |K>litieal subdivision of the state or for any 
public benefit corporation. This covers a lot of terri­ 
tory. Based on their current salary, legislators could 
retire at S9,000 a year. 
Before going on vacation, the hyislators also passed 
and the governor also signed bills for an urban renewal 
program designed to rebuild central city areas at a cost 
estimated at $6 billion. The plan gives the Urban De­ 
velopment Corporation, which it created, extensive 
powers to determine what areas will lie rebuilt without 
regaid to local zoning laws or whether or not its ac­ 
tions meet the approval of the local governing boards. 
Is there no such thing as home rule any more? 
That’s all the City of Kingston would need right 
now is for this new governmental outfit to come into 
the community and start knocking down more sections 
of the city. With the customary governmental delay 
and indecisions on completing a project, we would be 
a ghost town. 
Now that the pension plan and the urban renewal 
program have been approved, we can look forward to 
more lip service at AI Ila ny about the judicious spending 
of the taxpayers’ money. 
The absurd performance of the legislators hardly 
could be called representative government. 


O'Brien Joins lip 


lawrence F. O’Brien stuck to his Job as Postmaster 
General as long as President Johnson was expected to 
run for renomination. O'Brien felt duty bound to the 
President. But when Johnson bowed out of the race 
for the nomination, O’Brien’s loyalty was to the Ken­ 
nedy clan, who had raised him to a confidential post 
at the White House in recognition of his service to the 
late President John F. Kenney. 
O’Brien’* resignation was accepted at once by 
Johnson and the former Postmaster was free to fol­ 
low the Kennedy star again, this time to devote him­ 
self to helping Senator Robert F. Kennedy reach the 
White House as President. 
The fact that O’Brien cast his lot with Senator 
Kennedy is significant. O’Brien left a iK»st in which 
he had won nvognition as an eflieient, able and loyal 
administrator. He could have stayed out the term 
and perhaps stepped into a big corporate i»ost. Instead, 
he has returned to active laities. 
The Kennedy team Is immeasurably st lengthened 
by the acquisition of this political curator. O’Brien 
managtxi President Johnson’s rampaign in 1964, just 
as he helped President Kennedy in 1960. His political 
connections across the country are unsurpassed. So 
are his political acumen and expertness. Just by 
O’Brien’s coming. Senator Kennedy will gain with the 
professionals who will be impressed with OB’rien’s 
judgment. 
It could be said that O’Brien can make the dif- 
fcrence in the race that will pit Kennedy against Sen­ 
ator Eugene J. McCarthy and especially Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey for the nomination.

Coming of Age 


The grow ing awareness of youth so widely shown 
in activist movements around the world has had one 
result in Britain that will cause raised eyebrows in this 
country and elsewhere. That Is the Labor government's 
plan to introduce legislation to lower Britain’s legal age 
of majority from 21 years to IS. 
It would mean that youngsters can marry at IS 
without parental consent, that lH-year-olds will be able 
to enter into contracts, make wills, and inherit and dis­ 
pose of properly. But they will still not be permitted 
to vote. A study is being made to lower the voting age 
from 21 to 20 years. 
The reasons for the change in the legal age of ma­ 
jority are of interest here. Better education, greater 
sophistication and affluent were among them. Also, 
and perhaps of most value, the present power of par­ 
ents to forbid marriage was found to be not much value 
when so many lived away from home. 
While the committee found that a marriage be­ 
tween i>eople under 20 had three times the average 
chance of ending up in the divorce courts, the com­ 
mittee feared keeping the age at 21 would make the 
youngsters irresponsible. That Is i>erhaps the best ar­ 
gument for the change. Changing mores have made it 
necessary rn many instances.

For if the delegations were to 
m eet in a location which is 
controlled by the com m unists, 
it would be difftcutt for the 
President 
or 
Secretary 
of 
State to be sure the confiden­ 
tial m essages being sent to 
and from our envoys were 
not being intercepted. Like­ 
wise, the Am erican govern­ 
ment 
is 
insistent 
that 
the 
representatives of the press 
of the United States shall not 
be subject to any censorship 
or local restrictions. 
Many people who are rea d ­ 
ing about today's effort to set 
up a 
peace conference are 
unfam iliar 
with 
what 
hap­ 
pened when the truce delega­ 
tion of the 
United 
Nations 
met 
in July 
1951 
with the 
North 
K oreans. 
The 
first 
m eeting convened within com ­ 
m unist held 
territory, 
and 
com m unist troops surrounded 
the conference. The im pres 
sion sought to be conveyed 
was that the United Nations 
w as 
“ surrendering." 
After 
vigorous objections from the 
U. 
N., the conference 
was 
moved to a point on the divid 


ing line between North and 
South. Discussions continued 
there for alm ost two years 
before 
an 
arm istice 
was 
signed, hut a peace treaty 
was never concluded. 
Fearing a repetition of the

tactics, 
the 
United States is wary of any 
conference held within com ­ 
m unist jurisdiction. It is al­ 
ready apparent that the con­ 
troversy over the m ere pick­ 
ing of a site for the peace 
talks has furnished an oppor­ 
tunity for com m unist propa­ 
ganda to be spread. 
The North V ietnam ese gov­

places suggested by Hanoi, 
that he was willing to go "to 
any spot" to hold peace talks.

M cCarthy and his associ­ 
ates, increasingly sm itten w ith 
the Presidential bug. scoff at 
the notion that he will even 
tually yield to the superior 
forces of Sen.

The M innesota D em ocrat's 
showing in New

and Wisconsin prim aries, plus 
m anifest

cam p that he could wind up 
at the Chicago convention as 
the beneficiary, instead of the 
victim , of a brokered ticket. 
Most 
professional

cians. however, believe that 
M cCarthy will be com pelled 
to m ake his peace with either 
Hum phrey or Kennedy, even 
though 
the 
M innesotan 
has 
said 
he 
would 
release

delegates, if he falters, to go 
where they might choose. 
Though both are Minneso­ 
tans. M cCarthy owes nothing 
to Hum phrey. 
He has been 
his own m an in 
Minnesota 
politics. When M cCarthy first 
ran for the Senate in 1958, it 
was widely suspected that the 
nom inally neutral Hum phrey 
privately 
favored 
Mrs 
E u­ 
genie Anderson for the post. 
In relent years, the rela 
tions between the two men 
have been correct, to use a

panionship. M cCarthy has felt 
that H u m p h r e y parroted

Kennedys 
have 
long 
m em ories, and for his part, 
Bobby rem em bered that Mc­ 
Carthy supported L y n d o n 
Johnson over his brother in 
1960. 
Also, in the Kennedy 
book. 
M cCarthy s 
m asterful 
nom ination of Adlai E. Stev­ 
enson at the 1960 convention 
w as construed as a stop-Ken- 
nedy act.

Johnson was toying with Mc­ 
Carthy as a possible running 
m ate. 
K ennedy’s 
associates

Drew Pearson Says 
Hoover Lobbies to Control 
Training of A ll City Police 


WASHINGTON—The general 
public doesn’t know it, but J. 
E dgar Hoover has been lobby­ 
ing effectively on Capitol Hill 
to put all police training in 
A m erican 
cities 
under 
the 
FBI if they get any funds 
from the federal governm ent. 
U nder the law. Hoover is 
forbidden to engage in poli­ 
tics. 
He is supposed to be 
under the jurisdiction of the 
A ttorney G eneral 
and keep 
aloof from Capitol Hill. 
De­ 
spite this, he has sent FBI 
agents up to key Congressm en 
to persuade them to give the 
FBI training jurisdiction over 
local city police. 
The "safe 
stree ts” bill allocates a cer­ 
tain am ount of federal funds 
to help local law enforcem ent, 
and 
Hoover 
has 
dem anded 
th at no city get these funds 
unless the FBI has training 
authority over its police. 
This runs counter to the 
Constitutional right of cities 
and 
states 
to 
handle 
their 
own local problem s, and is 
also opposed by Attorney Gen­ 
eral R am sey Clark and m any 
Senators. Clark contends the 
FBI has enough to do without 
supervising local police train ­ 
ing. 
Many Congressm en a r­ 
gue that the 
United States 
m ust not fall into the Euro­ 
pean p attern of a national po­ 
lice 
force, 
sim ilar 
to 
the 
Deuxiem e Bureau of France 
or the KGB of Soviet Russia. 
The Hoover proposal is also 
opposed by the International 
Association of Police Chiefs, 
which has done an excellent 
job of correlating police train ­ 
ing 
throughout 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada. 
Quinn 
Tnm m . executive director of 
the International Association 
of Chiefs of Police, is a for­ 
m er assistant director of the 
FBI who nevertheless has in­ 
curred the w rath of J. E dgar 
Hoover because Tam m w ants 
to keep police training local. 
Various states have built up 
excellent 
training 
program s 
for their police, including Cali­ 
fornia, M ichigan. New Jersey 
and Connecticut. Florida, de­ 
spite the meddling of Gov. 
Claude 
Kirk, 
who 
put 
the 
W ackenhut D etective Agency 
in charge of crim e, has also 
m ade excellent progress. 
Florida 
police 
are 
now 


taught the problem s of soci­ 
ology 
and 
race 
relations 
through the Florida Institute 
of Law Enforcem ent at St. 
P etersburg 
Junior 
College. 
The FBI, in contrast, has long 
been an unintegrated organi­ 
zation. Only recently have a 
few Negro agents been ad ­ 
m itted. 
Leading police chiefs resent 
the fact th at Hoover discrim ­ 
inates against police officials 
who m aintain their indepen­ 
dence of the FBI. If they are 
too 
independent, 
they 
say. 
Hoover 
refuses 
to 
process 
their fingerprints or cooperate 
regarding inform ation on in­ 
terstate crim e. The FBI op­ 
erates two big com puters in 
W ashington .which 
correlate 
inform ation on stolen guns, 
stolen autos and wanted per­ 
sons. This is a very im portant 
clearing house of crim e infor­ 
m ation. which does not m ean 
a national police force. How­ 
ever, Hoover has been known 
to withhold this inform ation 
from police chiefs whom he 
considers too independent. 
Opposed to Hoover on FBI 
police 
training 
have 
been 
some of the top police chiefs 
of the nation. Supporting him 
has been Sen. John McClel­ 
lan, D-Ark., a powerful m em ­ 
ber of the Senate Judiciary 
Com m ittee, and Rep. E m an­ 
uel Ceiler, the Brooklyn Dem ­ 
ocrat who heads the House 
Judiciary Com m ittee. 
Ladybird Said No

over to the LBJ Ranch, w here 
he found the Presider* re ­ 
ceiving a long line of visitors. 
Instead of standing in line. 
Bell went over to sit with 
Ladybird under a tree. 
“ This tim e next year I sup­ 
pose you'll all be in the thick 
of a hot cam paign,” he told 
her. 
"N ot if I have anything to 
do w ith it,” said the lady 
whose opinions c a rry consid­ 
erable weight with the P resi­ 
dent. "If I can prevent it, 
Lyndon will not run again. It 
will kill him. He couldn’t last 
another four years. I ’ve got 
Coolidge and T rum an on my 
side. They withdrew. Lyndon 
drives him self so hard. He 
works until 
m idnight every 
night. I don’t think he could 
last another four years and 
I am going to m ake sure he 
doesn’t try it." 
Note—This column has re ­ 
ported that 
the 
P resident's 
health appears to be good, 
though he works longer hours 
than any other President I 
have covered. 
LBJ Listened 
Another friend who influ­ 
enced the President to bow 
out was H orace Busby, his 
favorite speech w riter. Sev­ 
eral tim es the President had 
talked privately about re tir­ 
ing. P articularly when he was 
despondent he would vow not 
to seek another term . Then 
his mood would change and 
he would talk about reelection 
strategy. 
L ast month when the P resi­ 
dent 
was 
particularly 
ag­ 
grieved over the public m is­ 
understanding of his m otives, 
the failure of Congress to co­ 
operate on taxes, and unfair 
attacks on him in the nress, 
Busby encouraged the P resi­ 
dent to nm ke an e a rl'’ deci­ 
sion. even wrote the historic 
speech in which he bowed 
out. 
Note: Vice President Hum ­ 
phrey. in several conversa­ 
tions with the President, has 
urged him to reconsider his 
decision. Tile President, how­ 
ever, has insisted that his de­ 
cision is irrevocable. He told 
Hum phrey that at the right 
tim e he would use his influ­ 
ence to help HHH win the 
D em ocratic nom ination.

ALB ANT, April IO — The pre­ 
valence of various blood fat dis­ 
orders and their possible rela­ 
tionship to heart and circula­ 
tory disease will be investigated 
by Albany Mexiicil College re­ 
searcher* with the aid of a 
$9,890 grant from the National 
Dairy Council.
